Mr. John R. Blandford of last evening, I advised that the North 
Vietnamese mounted a major resupply effort during the TET bombing 
pause of 8-11 February 1967. The figure of 25, 000 tons has been noted 
in the press and apparently released by the military. The DIA official 
estimates have been just over 20, 000 tons' and no estimate has been 
released concerning tonnage moving into : North Vietnam. Mr. Blandford 
thanked me for the assistance and noted that he thought he would use the 
figure over 20, 000 tons.
